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J. E. Pugh Addresses 
Raymond Rotarians 


Monday’s Rotary meeting was 
featured by a talk from llotar- 
ian J. E. Pugh, Indian Agent at 
Cardston, and a Squadron Com¬ 
mander in the Royal Air Force 
during the Inst Great War. 23 
were present, including a few 
guests, tr. listen to the speaker. 

Mr. Pugh spoke of some of 
the very rigid teds that begin¬ 
ners in the air force were put 
through and stated that many 
men. perfect, 0 r nearly so, in 
every other way, were barred 
from the air force because of 
eyesight or lack of balance. It 
required a man with a good 
strong heart, a man whose sy¬ 
stem could stand oxygen, and a 
man who could co-ordinate see¬ 
ing, thinking and acting almost 
automatically to be a successful 
flier. Requiring 10 men on the 
ground to keep one ship in the 
air, he stated that there were 
many fields of service in the Air 
Focce without actual flying, but 
the past, the best of the young 
their ability to fly, and this for¬ 
med the basis of all tests. 

He related seveial personal 
experiences and spoke *of the 
advancements made in blind fly 
ing during the past few years, 
hut stated after all, in reconn- 


aisance flying, bombing and the 
various group activities in the 
force, that man was the import 
ant thing and that today, as in 
all applicants were tested for 
men of the nations were going 
into the ail force. 

A strenuous, nerve racking 
job, the air force was still the 
finest branch of the service for 
an v young man to enter. The 
discipline was decidedly rigid, 
the training complete & always 
interesting, and because cl the 
ever increasing range of dist¬ 
ance foi fliers, one had a chance 
to sec r gretft deal of country. 
It was dangerous, hut possibly 
not any more so than other 
branches, and the effects of the 
tiaining and experience would 
be a great help to a man thru 
cut his entire life. He urged 
thos 0 present, if they had sons 
going into the service to endeav 
c. to got them into the Air 
Force. 

Mr. Pugh’s talk was listened 
1 > intently by the group, and 
long after th 0 regular meeting 
time hrd passed they sat and 
listened *i ntil he finished. lie 
was given a hearty round of ap 
plause and an invitation to come 
again whenever he could.

It may be only a passing 
phase, but you must hasten its 
passing. It you allow this res¬ 
entful feeling t () continu e it 
will not be lor th e child's Rood 
in later life. For the most part 
children act instinctively. They 
have to be tiained to disting¬ 
uish between right and wrong. 

You muSt make it clear to 
Jack that, although Peter has 
come into the home, he still 
matters and you still care for 
him, but that Peter must be 
cared for too. If by some means 
you can impart to him a sense 
ol responsibility as the elder 
brother, you will have achieved 
much. 

On no account give him the 
impression tliiat because Peter 
is here you have no time lor 
him. You must not make him 
feel “left out in the cold,” so, 
to avoid that, you should tr 
to show equal interest in both 
children. 

Your problem resolves itself 
into one of wise and careful 
handling. Be patient. Reason 
with th e child. Restrain him 
with love rather than with re 
prkmand. Try to direct him. 
Encourage him in every good 
thing he does. Your child is in 
the process of character format 
ion, and yours is the responsib¬ 
ility of making or marring. 
Show the right way by deed and 
word. Be consistent in your ex 
ampl e and your child will re¬ 
spond.

AM droppings, litter, nest¬ 
ing material, etc., should then 
In' 1 removed, floors, perches, 
dropping boards and nests scum 
ed perfectly clean and ail clean- 
ingp removed and burnt. The >n 
teriol cf the house including all 
fixtures should be Pm’ uglily 
sprayed or sci ul bed *a ■ • i: a sir- 
eng disinfectant solution, mak¬ 
ing certain that the solution en¬ 
ters every crack. This treatment 
should be repeated in a few days 
to destroy mites which hatch 
after the first application. 

After the house has been 
cleaned it ig advisable to period 
ically flood cracks in the roosts 
roost supports and nest boxes 
during warm weather with coal 
oil; a mixture of coal oil and 
crankcase oil; or coal oil and 
nicotine sulphate, to keep the 
mites in check.
